vere weather for tonight.

I BIGGEST IN HISTORY 


( By United Frets.) 
Fort Sam Houston, San Antonio, 
Tex., Dec. ll.—Thirteen negro sol­ 
diers were hanged here early today 
after participating 
in the Houston 
riot of August 14. Forty-one were 
given life term sentences in the fed­ 
eral prison, one was given two years 
and six months, 
three were given 
two years and five were acquitted. 
So fair as 
it is officially 
known, 
this is the first execution of Amer­ 
ican soldiers on American territory 
since the United States entered the 
war. 
The executions were in charge of 
Major General John W. 
Rum lea rn, 
commander of the southern depart­ 
ment It took place on the govern­ 
ment reservation 
on Salado Creek, 
Camp Travis. 
No one outside 
of military offi­ 
cials knew of the impending execu­ 
tions until this morning.

is 
a modest estimate 
considering 
the 
foot that each restaurant and hotel 
reports at leasj- one hundred pounds 
of meat saved 
during 
the month; 
some of them report several pounds 
over. 
An average if 75 pounds of 
wheat was saved 
by 
each 
of the 
hotels and restaurants during 
the 
month. 


This report, too, does not include 
the saving of these products by the 
practice of the meatless and wheat- 
less days in private homes. There is 
no way of estimating the enormous 
saving which 
has resulted from 
a 
month’s observance of these days by 
a number of the homes of the coun­ 
ty.
